WHEREAS, Robert Graul was a member of the Evangelical

United Church of Christ in Godfrey, where he participated as a

choir member; he was instrumental in the founding of the Alton

Museum of History and Art; he was a charter member of the Alton

Kiwanis Club; he had a passion for photography and had

documented numerous weddings and other special occasions; he

was especially proud of photographing the construction of the
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original Lock and Dam 26 and its replacement, as well as the

demolition of the old Clark Bridge and the construction of the

new bridge; and he enjoyed woodworking and was an avid river

historian; and
